The government Dis- 
trict Attorney at New York has pub- 
Mely declared the defendants can be 
tried in any one of many Federal 
jurisdictions, and that the circulators 
of their publications in each of these 
jurisdictions, and that the circulation 
fense. 
GREAT LEGAL BATTLE SURE. 
If the Department of Justice proves 
to be correct in its assumption that 
indictments are to be returned, and 
the officers of the Federal courts pro- 
ceed to take the defendants into cus- 
tody, a great legal battle is sure to 
follow. The defendants are already 
prepared to contest the jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts, and the writs of 
habeas corpus will bring before some 
State tribunal the whole question of 
the legality and constitutionality of 
the prosecution by this method. 
Messrs. Pulitzer and Smith are both 
rich, and they have employed a for- 
midable array of lawyers to fight their 
battle for them. Every known statute 
or case of record, including the “segi- 
tion“ cases of more than a hundred 
years ago, has been ransacked by the 
attorneys for the two accused editors. 
As soon as the indictments are re- 
turned, and there is a clearing of the 
mystery in which the government's 
case has so far been shrouded, ft is 
expected that the newspapers and the 
public will have much more to 
about this affair than they have had 
hitherto. If an actual attempt be 
made to take the two editors into cus- 
tody and hale them to court in foreign 
jurisdictions for trial an outburst of 
protest is looked for. .

“poison squad” methods, the occasion 
being the discussion of an appropria- 
tion for the chemical laboratory of the 
Agricultural Department.

CITY FORESTER GIVES WARNING 
OF DEPREDATIONS. 
‘ ‘ 
No Street Tree May Be Lawfully | 
Cut Without a Written Permit. 
Horticultural Cammissioners Join 
With the Forester in Seeking to 


A number of men, taking advantage 
of the announcement that the Horti- 
cultural Commissioners and the City 
Forester were about to make an ex- 
amination of all street trees of the 
city, clearing them of scale and order- 
ing them properly trimmed, have been 
imposing on the public, 

They have visited some sections of 
the city and represented that the trees 
must be trimmed, and themselves as 
expert trimmers. They have imposed 
on innocent property-holders, in some 
instances women, who are wont to 
stand in awe of the law, and have 
practically butchered their trees. 

pa. Forester Harper said yesterday: 

“We desire the people to know that 
no tree must be trimmed, even if the 
commissioners give orders to clean 
up the scale, without a permit in writ- 
ing from the Forester, and the trees 
must be trimmed by men recommended 
by him. Permits to trim trees will be 

ven only to property Owners, or men 
who are known to be experienced 
pruners. | 


trees must stop, or the law will de 
invoked. It is not necessary to trim 
off limbs as large as a broom handle, 
and the frame of the tree should be 
spared. We shall have unsightly trees 
for years because of the reckless trim- 
ming of the past few weeks, by which 
many fine pepper trees were ruined, 
and all the power of the officials will 
be used to prevent it in the future.
